Bookkeeping for 400 branches was 
consolidated in one location. Daily, 
each branch sends records of all its 
transactions to the computing center. 
Account number, date, distribution of 
payment toward principal and interest, 
and the new balance ... all are printed 
on a Tabulabel that matches the 
account ledger sheets. The labels then 
are returned to the branches daily for 
placement on these sheets. 


Semester grades are converted into 
punch cards, fed into the EDP system, 
and print-out made on duplicate labels.

They are printed out from parent 
name and address information already 
on punch cards.
